TV T HERE AS the Local Government Board for Ireland have made 
V V the Provisional Orders set forth in the schedule hereto under 
the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1896 : 

And whereas it is requisite that the said Orders should be confirmed 
5 by Parliament : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty 
hy and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled and 
by the authority of the same as follows ; — - 


10 1. The Orders set out in the schedule hereto are hereby confirmed Orders io 

and all the provisions thereof shall have full validity and force schedule 

' confirmed. 

2. This Act may be cited as the Local Government Board Short title.

DUBLIN POET SANITARY AUTHORITY. 

PROVISIONAL ORDER. 

WHEREAS the Port of Dublin is a port established for the purposes of the 5 
laws relating to the customs of the United Kingdom : 

And whereas the County Borough of Dublin is an urban sanitary district and 
forms part of or abuts upon the part of the said port herein-after described and 
the Lord Mayor Aldermen and Burgesses of the said county borough acting by 
the council (herein referred to as the Corporation of Dublin) are a sanitary 10 
authority of the said part of the said port : 

And whereas the North Dublin rural district is a rural sanitary district and 
forms part of or abuts upon the said part of the said port and the North Dublin 
rural district council are a sanitary authority of the said part of the said port : 

And whereas each of the urban districts of Clontarf Pembroke Blackrock and 15 
Kingstown is an urban sanitary district and forms part of or abuts upon the said 
part of the said port and each of the councils of the said urban districts is a 
sanitary authority of the said part of the said port : 

And whereas the Corporation of Dublin have presontod a petition in 
pursuance of the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1896 to the Local 20 
Government Board for Ireland (herein-after referred to as the Local Govern- 
ment Board) praying that they may be constituted the port sanitary authority of 
the said port : 

And whereas after inquiry it appears proper to the Local Government Board 
to permanently constitute a port sanitary authority for part of the said port by 25 
forming a joint board consisting of representative members of all of the said 
sanitary authorities (herein-after referred to as the constituent authorities) : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board as follows : — 

1. This Order shall come into operation from and after the date of the Act of 

Parliament confirming the same (herein-after referred to as the appointed 30 
day). 

2. A joint board shall be formed as herein-after mentioned and shall be 

permanently constituted the port sanitary authority for the part of the 
said port of Dublin herein-after described. 

3. The joint board shall be a body corporate by the name of the Dublin 35 

Port Sanitary Authority and shall consist of twenty-two members to be 
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elected by die respective constituent authorities from among the persons 
who at the time of such election are members of their own bodies 
namely : — 

Fourteen by the corporation of Dublin. 

Two by the North Dublin rural district council. 

One by the Clontarf urban district council. 

Two by the Pembroke urban district council. 

One by the Blackrock urban district council. 

Two by the Kingstown urban district council. 


4. The first election of members of the joint board shall take place at a 
meeting duly convened of each of the constituent authorities held within 
six weeks after the appointed day or within such further time as the 
Local Government Board may allow. 


5. The clerk to each of the constituent authorities shall notify in writing to 

the Local Government Board within seven days after such first election 
has taken place the names address and occupation of each person elected 
by such authority as a member of the joint board. 

6. The several members of the joint board shall go out of office and their 

successors shall come into office on the first day of April in each year 
provided that the members of the joint board elected at the first election 
shall continue in office until the first day of April 1902 The election in 
each year of members for the ensuing period of office by any constituent 
authority shall take place at a meeting of such authority held within the 
month next preceding such date or at such meeting as the Local 
Government Board may determine. 


7. Every member of the joint board shall continue in office until the day on 

which the several members of the joint board go out of office as provided 
by Article six of this Order or until he dies or resigns or becomes 
disqualified for holding office or vacates his seat for absence. 

8. Casual vacancies among the members of the joint board shall be filled as 

follows The constituent authority by which the member causing the 
vacancy was elected shall at a meeting to be held within one month after 
such vacancy has taken place or within such other period as the Local 
Government Board may direct (of which meeting seven days’ notice in 
writing shall be given by the clerk to such authority to each member of 
such authority) elect a member of their body to fill such vacancy and the 
clerk to such authority shall forthwith notify in writing to the clerk to 
the joint board the name address and occupation of the person elected to 
fill such vacancy. 

9. Such of the provisions of article twelve of the schedule to the Local 

Government (Application of Enactments) Order 1898 as relate to mem- 
bers of district councils shall with the necessary modifications apply to 
members of the joint board. 


10. (1.) The time and place of bolding the first meeting of the joint board 
shall be fixed by the Local Government Board.

Orders (No. 4). 

(2.) An annual meeting of the joint board shall take place in every 
year except the year 1901 on the first Saturday following the first day of 
April or if that day be Saturday then on that day. 

(3.) After the said first meeting and after the annual meeting the 
subsequent ordinary meetings of the joint board shall be held at such 5 
times and places as the joint board may appoint provided that an extra- 
ordinary meeting shall be summoned by the clerk to the joint board when 
a requisition for that purpose is addressed to him by the chairman or any 
three members of the joint board Such requisition shall be in writing 
and no business other than that specified in the requisition shall be 10 
transacted at such extraordinary meeting. 

(4.) Notices of all meetings of the joint board shall be delivered or 
sent by post so as to reach the last known place of abode or business of 
each member of the joint board in the case of an ordinary meeting two 
clear days before the day of such meeting and in the case of an extra- 15 
ordinary meeting one clear day before the day of such meeting or in 
either case at such earlier time as the joint board may direct. 

11. At the said first meeting and at the annual meeting the members of the 
joint board shall appoint one of their members chairman and another 
member vice-chairman of the joint board Such chairman and vice- 20 
cbairmau shall hold office until the next annual appointment of chairman 

or vice-chairman unless he has previously died resigned or otherwise 
ceased to be a member of the joint board In the event of the death or 
resignation of such chairman or vice-chairman or of his otherwise ceasing 
to be a member of the joint board the joint board at the next meeting 25 
after such vacancy has taken place shall appoint another member of the 
joint board to fill the vacancy. 

12. At all meetings of the joint board the chairman or in his absence the 
vice-chairman shall preside and if at the commencement of the meeting 
the chairman and vice-chairman are both absent the members of the 30 
board who are present shall elect one of their number to preside at such 
meeting until and unless the chairman or vice-chairman takes the chair. 

13. Every question at any meeting of the joint board shall be determined by 
a majority of the votes of the members present and in any case in which 
there is an equality of votes on any question that question shall be 35 
deemed to be lost provided that where there is an equality of votes at 
the election of chairman or vice-chairman or the chairman of a meeting 

it shall be determined by lot which of the persons receiving an equal 
number of votes shall be chairman or vice-chairman or chairman of the 
meeting as the case may be. 40 

14. The chairman presiding at any meeting of the joint board shall be 
entitled to give one vote on each question submitted to the joint board 
but he shall not under any circumstances be entitled to an additional or 
casting vote. 

15. At all meetings of the joint board five members shall constitute a 45 
quorum. 
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16. The joint board shall appoint a medical officer of health and such other 
sanitary officers as the Local Government Board may direct with such 
salary in each case as the joint hoard may determine with the approval 
of the Local Government Board and the Local Government Board shall 
assign to the medical officer of health and to the other sanitary officers if 
any their respective duties and functions The Local Government Board 
shall have the same powers with regard to the qualifications appointment 
duties regulation of salary and tenure of office of every sanitary officer as 
they have in the case of the medical officer of a dispensary district. 

17. The joint board may provide and maintain such offices as may be 
necessary for transacting their business or may pay such sum or sums as 
they think proper for the use of offices for such purpose They may also 
subject to the provisions of article sixteen appoint and employ a clerk 
and such other officers and servants as may be necessary and proper for 
the efficient transaction of their business and may pay such clerk officers 
and servants such reasonable remuneration salaries and wages as they 
may think proper and every clerk officer and servant so appointed or 
employed shall be removable by the joint board at their pleasure.

IS. The jurisdiction of the said port sanitary authority shall extend to the Limits of 
whole of that part of the customs port of Dublin which lies between the i ur!sdiction - 
point on the sea-coast on the north where the North Dublin rural district 
terminates at its northern extremity and the point on the sea-coast on the 
south where the Kingstown urban district terminates at its southern 
extremity together with the waters of the said port of Dublin within such 
limits and all docks basins harbours creeks rivers channels bays and 
streams within the aforesaid limits and the place or places for the time 
being appointed as the customs boarding station or stations for such part 
of the said port and the place or places for the time being appointed for 
the mooring or anchoring of ships for such part of the said port under 
any regulations for the prevention of the spread of diseases issued under 
the authority of the statutes in that behalf and for the purposes of any 
such regulations as aforesaid shall extend to any ship which in pursuance 
thereof or of any directions given thereunder may be moored or anchored 
at the place appointed thereunder as aforesaid or which may be on its 
way thither. 


19. For the purposes of this Order the sections specified in this article of the Assignment of 
Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 and of the Public Health (Ireland) powers &c ' 
Act 1896 and also the Infectious Disease Prevention Act 1890 shall apply 
and the port sanitary authority shall have exercise perform aud be 
40 subject to all the powers rights duties capacities liabilities and obligations 

of a sanitary authority or district council under the said sections and 
under the said Act of 1890 so far as those sections aud the said Act of 
1890 are applicable to the waters within the jurisdiction of the port 
sanitary authority or to ships coming or being within the said jurisdiction 
45 or to persons upon any such ship or brought by any such ship within the 

said jurisdiction or to goods or things upon any such ship or to goods or 
things landed from any such ship and being within the said jurisdiction 
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which in the opinion of the port sanitary authority or their medical 
officer of health require to he disinfected or destroyed namely —

Unless and until the Local Government Board otherwise direct by 
Order under seal all expenses incurred by the port sanitary authority in 
the execution of this Order shall be defrayed out of a common fund to be 
contributed by the constituent authorities in proportion to the rateable 
value of the property in the district of each such authority such value to 45 
be ascertained according to the valuation lists in force for the time being. 
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(2.) The contribution of the county borough and of each of the urban A.D. 1900. 
districts shall be defrayed out of any rate applicable by the council of — 7 
such borough or district to defraying the expenses incurred bv them in Du ^ in - 

the execution of the Public Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1896.’ 

(3.) The contribution of the North Dublin rural district shall be 
included by the council of such district in their annual estimate and in 
their demand to be forwarded to the county council in accordance with 
section fifty-one of the Local Government (Ireland) Act 1898. 

21. The port sanitary authority for the purpose of obtaining payment of Payment of 
sums to be contributed as aforesaid by the constituent authorities shall contributions ' 
have all the powers conferred in this behalf by section thirteen of the 

Public Health (Irelaud) Act 1896 on a port sanitary authority constituted 
temporarily. 

22. The accounts of the port sanitary authority shall at all reasonable times Inspection of 
be open without payment to inspection and transcription by any member aceounts - 

of any constituent authority or by any officer of any constituent authority 
authorised by them for that purpose. 

23. The accounts of the port sanitary authority shall be made up in such Audit, 
form and to such day or days in each year as may be appointed from 
time to time by the Local Government Board and shall be audited by 
such auditor of the said board as they may appoiut for the purpose The 
auditor so appointed shall with respect to the accounts of the port sanitary 
authority have the like powers and be subject to the like obligations in 
every respect as in case of an audit under the Local Government (Ireland) 

Act 1871 as amended by the Local Government Board (Ireland) Act 
1872 and the Local Government (Ireland) Act 1898 and any person 
aggrieved by the decision of the auditor shall have the like rights and 
remedies as in the case of such last-mentioned audit The proportion of 
the salary of the auditor to be charged in respect of the audit of the 
accounts of the port sanitary authority shall be ascertained and 
determined by the Local Government Board and shall be paid accordingly 
to such bank or person as the said board may direct 

24. A copy of the auditor’s report and of the abstract of the. accounts of the Auditor’s 

port sanitary authority when duly audited shall be sent by the port be 

sanitary authority to each of the constituent authorities contributing as constituent 
aforesaid. authorities. 


25. — (1.) Nothing in this Order contained shall affect the rights of the Saving of, 
Rathmines and Pembroke Main Drainage Board under the powers Kathmiues 
conferred by the Rathmines and Pembroke Main Drainage Act 1877 and Pembroke 
40 and existing under the arrangement in force with the War Department j^ d ^ mage 

or under the Dublin Main Drainage Provisional Order 1892 and the 
Local Government Board (Ireland) Provisional Order Confirmation 
(No. 10) Act 1895 or any other arrangement at present in force with the 
Rathmines and Pembroke Main Drainage Board. 

45 (2.) Nothing in this Order contained shall authorise or be deemed to authorise 

the port sanitary authority to enter upon take or use any portion of land 
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hereditaments premises or works situate on the foreshore or north side of 
the South wall occupied by the outfall drain and dolphin piles belonging 
to the Rathmiues and Pembroke Main Drainage Board and the port 
sanitary authority shall not enter upon take or use for any purpose of 
this Order except with the consent of the Rathmines and Pembroke Main 5 
Drainage Board and the Pembroke Urban District Council any portion 
of lands hereditaments premises or works subject to or under the control 
or jurisdiction of the Rathmines and Pembroke Main Drainage Board 
or the Pembroke Urban District Council. 

26. If at any time any difference arises between the port sanitary authority 10 

on the one hand and any constituent authority or authorities on the other 
hand or between any two or more constituent authorities respecting any 
matter arising out of the provisions of this Order the same shall be 
referred to and be settled by arbitration in the manner provided by the 
Public. Health (Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1896. 15 

27. All costs and expenses incurred by the Local Government Board in 
relation to the application for preparation of making and confirming this 
Order shall be deemed to be and be defrayed as expenses incurred by the 
port sanitary authority in the execution of this Order and shall be paid 

by the port sanitary authority to the Local Government Board. 20 

28. This Order may be cited and referred to for all purposes as the Dublin 
Port Sanitary Order 1900.

2. The corporation of Belfast as the said urban sanitary authority shall be 
permanently constituted the port sanitary authority for the part of the 
said port of Belfast herein-after described. 

o. The jurisdiction of the said port sanitary authority shall extend to all that 
part of the said port of Belfast which lies on the landward side of a 
straight line drawn from Blackhead in the Larne rural district to Orlock 
Point in the Newtownards rural district together with the waters of the 
said port of Belfast within such limits and all docks basins harbours 
creeks rivers channels bays and streams within the aforesaid limits and 
the place or places which may from time to time be appointed as the 
customs boarding station or stations for such part of the said port and the 
place or places for the time being appointed for the mooring or anchoring 
of ships for such part of the said port under any regulations for the 
prevention of the spread of diseases issued under the authority of the 
statutes in that behalf and for the purposes of any regulations as afore- 
said shall also extend to any ship which in pursuance thereof or of any 
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directions given thereunder shall be moored or anchored at the place 
appointed thereunder as aforesaid or which shall be on its way thither.

7. Subject to the provisions of articles five and six the port sanitary authority Other officers 

may appoint and employ such officers and servants as may be necessary and fiervants - 
and proper for the efficient transaction of their business and may pay to 
the officers and servants so appointed or employed such reasonable 
salaries wages or allowances as such authority may think proper and 
every such officer and servant shall be removable by such authority at 
their pleasure.

11. The port sanitary authority for the purpose of obtaining payment of sums 5 
to be contributed by the sanitary authorities as aforesaid shall have all 
the powers conferred in this behalf by section thirteen of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Act 189 G on a port sanitary authority constituted 
temporarily. 

12. The accounts of the port sanitary authority shall at all reasonable times 10 
be open to inspection and transcription without payment by any member 

of any sanitary authority contributing as aforesaid or by any officer of any 
such authority authorised by them for that purpose.

It is ordered by the Local Government Board as follows : — 

20 1. This Order shall come into operation from and after the date of the Act Commence- 

of Parliament confirming the same (herein-after referred to as “the meut of 0rder - 
appointed day ”). 

2. The Kingstown urban district and the Blaekrock urban district (which Constitution 
districts are herein-after referred to as “the constituent districts”) shall district. 

25 be formed into a united district to be called “The Kingstown and 

Blaekrock Joint Hospital District ” in pursuance of section twelve of the 
Act for the purposes of the provision maintenance and management for 
the use of the inhabitants of the constituent districts of a hospital or 
hospitals for the reception of cases o. infectious diseases. 

30 3. — (1.) The joint board which shall be the governing body of the said united Constitution 

district shall consist of two ex-officio and ten elective members and shall £ofy VermDe 
be called the Kingstown aud Blaekrock Joint Hospital Board (herein-after 
referred to as “ the joint board ”).

6. The first election of elective members of the joint board shall take place at

10. Casual vacancies among the elective members of tho joint board shall be 35

days notice in writing shall he given by tho clerk to such authority to 40

After the said first meeting and after the annual meeting the joint 
board shall meet at least once in every month on some day to be fixed at 
the last preceding meeting of the said board and if no such day is fixed 
then on the first Saturday in every month. 

12. At the said first meeting and at the annual meeting the members of the 
joint board shall appoint one of their members chairman and another 
member vice-chairman of the joint board and such chairman and vice- 
chairman shall hold office until the next annual appointment of a chairman 
and vice-chairman unless he has previously died resigned or ceased to be 
a member of the joint board In the event of the death or resignation of 
such chairman or vice-chairman or of his ceasing to be a member of the 
joint board the joint board at the next meeting after such vacancy has 
taken place shall appoint another member of the joint board to fill the 
vacancy. 

13. At all meetings of the joint board the chairman or in his absence the 
vice-chairman shall preside and if at the commencement of any meeting 
the chairman and vice-chairman are both absent the members of the 
board present shall elect one of their number to preside at such meeting 
until the chairman or vice-chairman takes the chair. 

14. Every question at any meeting of the joint board shall be determined 
by a majority of the votes of the members present and in any case in 
-which there is an equality of votes on any question that question shall be 
deemed to be lost provided that where there shall be an equality of votes 
at the election of chairman or vice-chairman or chairman of a meeting it 
shall be determined by lot which of the persons receiving an equal 
number of votes shall be chairman or vice-chairman or chairman of the 
meeting as the case may be. 

15. The chairman presiding at any meeting of the joint board shall be entitled 
to give one vote on each question submitted to the joint board but he 
shall not under any circumstances be entitled to auy additional or casting 
vote.

17. The joint board shall at their first meeting or at any adjournment thereof

Persons shall be admitted into a hospital provided by the joint board in 
any of the following modes and not otherwise except with the consent of

19. For the purposes of this Order sections 139 140 155 156 200 201 (except

constituent authorities in respect of the cost of maintenance of patients 
as herein-after provided and the sums recovered by the joint board from 30 
or repaid to the joint board by or for patients. 

(2.) The common fund so far as the same shall not be provided by
